(2) As the property is benefitted by 
this class of improvements according to its 
frontage, so it pays the tax according to its 
frontaye, and the speculator who holds his 
lots vacant has to pay as much for these local 
improvements as the business man who has 
erected expensive buildings upon his proper- 
ty.

The writer 
of this letter declares that there is no 
rt of Canada better adapted for scttlemeut 
an the Parry Sound district. He says,: 
“It ts too bad if they (the colonists) should 
be deluded by these moonshine exaggerations 
and leave comfortable Comes, for what—ob- 
scurity, frozen whéat, scarcity of wood fof 
fuel and building purposes, deprivation of 
railway, church, school and market privile- 
es. Would you like to sell your oats for 
fteen centsa bushel and your wheat, for 
forty cents a bushel—all that is hot frozen.” 
No doubt the writer of this letter thought he 
was doing his district and province and per- 
haps his country excellent service by writing 
the above, and no doubt he was conyrattila- 
ted by the local merchants, professional 
men and money sharks on his ability to keep 
people from going to Edmonton, in the belief 
that if they did not goto Edmonton they 
would stay athome. And no doubt neither 
he nor they thonght that the effect of the 
falsehoods contained would simply be to send 
the people whom circumstances compelled, 
or made it desirable that they should, move, 
to the States instead of the Northwest. The 
statement that varry Sound country isa good 
country is absolutely false, us the very 
men whom it was supposed to influence 
knew too well. The statements decrying the 
Northwest are as falge, but the same men are 
not so well aware of that fact. They could 
not believe that Parry Sound was a goo'l 
country, for they knew better, but they 
might easily believe that the Northwest was 
a bad country because they did not know 
hetter. At the same time active, energetic 
aod well paid agents of United States rail- 
road and land companies would be making 
representati ns to them backing up the false 
and malicious statements of the letter regard- 
ing the Northwest while painting the Dakota 
desert as a very paradise, Whet more natu: 
ral than for the settler to accept the joint 
representations of the local scribe and the 
Yankee agent regarding the Northwest as 
gospel aud thei, being compelled to go sonie- 
where, follow the latter to the States, to the 
loss of the whole of Canada as well as of the 
Northwest. .
